London, 
July 17.— Lord 
Rosebery 
h as issued 
i manifesto on the divi­ 
sions in the Liberal party. 
It is con­ 
tained in a letter ti* the City Liberal 
club, which had invited him to deliver 
i n address. 
He disclaims any desire to re-enter 
politics, but speaks out “ under the re­ 
m a rk a b le ch a rte r" agreed 
upon by 
Liberal m em bers of the house of com­ 
m ons of "h e a rty and undisputed a l­ 
legiance to the leader and complete 
liberty of action to dissent with regard 
to one vital question before the coun­ 
t r y . ,f 
T h e Liberal party can become a 
power, he says, when it shall have 
m a d e up its mind 
on the “ imperial 
q u estio n s which are at this moment 
em bodied in the war.” 
After a s s e r t ­ 
ing that “ the whole em pire has rallied 
to the war.” he discussed the attitude 
of the Liberal party. 
“ W h a t is the attitu d e of the Liberal 
p a r ty ? ” he asks. 
“ Neutrality and an 
open mind? 
Now I contend that this 
is an impossible attitu d e and spells 
impotence. 
No party can exist 
on 
such conditions.” 
He declares that 
the differences would 
not cease to 
operate when the war is over. " b e ­ 
cause 
statesm en, 
who 
disassociate 
th e m se lv e s from a nation in a great 
national question, such as the war In 
which we ail strive to suffer together, 
d isasso ciate 
themselves 
for 
much 
longer than they think.” 
He considers that the severance Is 
a "sincere fundam ental and Incurable 
Antagonism of Principle 
with regard to the em pire at large and 
o u r consequent policy.” 
As there is 
this "honest ami irreconcilable differ­ 
en ce of opinion on questions of the 
first im portance.” he can see no favor­ 
able issue. 
Lord Rosebery concludes 
with 
a 
gloomy touch. 
“ It is a m atter of sor­ 
row and anxiety,” he says, “ to see a 
weak governm ent 
confronted 
by a 
weaker opposition at a Juncture of 
foreign 
hostility 
and 
international 
com petition which needs all the vig­ 
ilance. power and ability at cur com 
m an d.” 
He believes that G reat Britain is at 
a crisis which may have unlimited ef­ 
fects upon its future. 
Lord Rosebery's pronunciam ento is 
legarded by The Daily Telegraph as 
severing his last connection with a 
hopeless opposition. T he Daily Chron 
icle says: 
“ It is destined to have a profound 
effect upon the contemplated forma- 
t ten of a national Liberal party, nu­ 
m ero u s m aterials for will* h are sc a t­ 
tered within each.” 
The Daily Chronicle meaningly asks 
if Lord Rosebery will take his part 
tow ard s realizing the desired end. 
The Daily New s regards Lord Rose­ 
bery as “ stand in g outside the vine­ 
yard and throwing stones at the work 
erg.” 
Going on to analyze th** letter, 
the paper defines it as a “deliberate 
And mischievous effort to prevent re­ 
union.” 
The C onservative papers generally 
c o m m en d th** letter.

Machinists' Strike in Milwaukee Vir­ 
tually at an End. 
Milwaukee. July 17.— linable to hold 
out any longer on account 
of 
the 
scarcity of funds. 50 machinists vol­ 
untarily have gone back to work at 
the works of the Allis Chalmers com­ 
pany, th us virtually putting an end to 
the strike in Milwaukee. 
This was 
practically the first break of any Im­ 
portance in tile ra n k s of the m achin­ 
ists, but it Is admitted it is almost 
hopeless to hold the men out In Mil­ 
waukee any longer. 
A general return 
to work of the men in every shop In 
the city js expected. 
Th** Allis c o m ­ 
pany expects every on** of its former 
employes will be back soon and all 
will be reinstated in their old places 
as far as possible. 
T he end of the 
strike here is regarded with satisfac­ 
tion by the em ployers as a body, and 
there Is no disposition to deal harshly 
wdth the men. 
It Is said the shops 
which have been crippled for so long 
will be running full handed by the 
first of next week.

Peking. July 17.—T he ministers of 
the powers now freely admit that tin 
prospect for a conclusion of negotia­ 
tions is growing d arker 
T he situation 
is most serious as the deadlock has 
continued for more than a month. The 
meeting arranged for th e day 
was 
postponed because it was 
apparent j 
that the proceedings would be fruit­ 
less. 
!t was at the meeting of July ll 
that the ministers reached something 
in the n ature of an agreem ent as to 
indemnity, but almost immediately n 
radical differ* nee developed between 
Great Britain and Russia as to the de­ 
tails of the plan of payment. 
All the 
m inisters were In accord with 
the 
schem e early in June, subject to the 
approval of 
their governments, but 
Great Britain disapproved of the ar 
rangem ent on the ground that It did 
not adequately protect her commercial 
interests. 
The neutral ministers a-sert that 
either Great Britain or Russia must 
m ake material concessions before nu 
agreement is possible. 
Meanwhile tin 
ministers of the powers are working 
upon comparatively unimportant de 
tails, such as Improvements In navi 
gation, but if the finaneial question 
were settled the negotiations could be 
closed In a day 
Ll Hung (’hang keeps 
sending strenuous requests to th* min 
inters of t h e powers to present a com 
plete plan 
He represents that China 
Is willing to accept any 
reasonable 
term s and is chiefly anxious to know 
d e f i n it e ly what the powers require so 
that she may begin compliance with 
the term s 
The ministers regard newspaper ae 
cusations of procrastination on their 
part as exceedingly unjust. 
The gov­ 
ern m e n ts and not the ministers are re 
sponsible, the m inisters say for th** 
deadlock.

He disclaims any desire to re-enter 
politics, but speaks out “under the re­ 
markable charter** agreed 
upon by 
Liberal members of the house cr com­ 
mons of “hearty and undisputed al­ 
legiance to the leader and complete 
liberty of action to dissent with regard 
to one vital question before the coun­ 
try.** 
' The liberal party can become a 
power, he says, when it shall have 
• made up Its mind 
on the “imperial 
questions which are at this moment 
embodied in the war." 
After a ste rl­ 
ing that “the whole empire has rallied 
to the war,” he discussed the attitude 
of the Liberal party. 
“What is the attitude of the Libera! 
party?’* he asks. 
“Neutrality, and an 
open mind? 
Now I contend that this 
is an impossible attitude and spells 
Impotence. 
No party can exist 
on 
such conditions,** 
He declares that 
the differences would not cease to 
operate when the war is over, “be­ 
cause 
statesmen, 
who 
disassociate 
themselves from a nation in a great 
national question, such as the war in 
which we all strive to suffer together, 
disassociate 
themselves 
for 
much 
► longer than they think.** 
He considers that the severance I* 
a “sincere fundamental and Incurable 
Antagonism of Principia 
with regard to the empire at large and 
o u t consequent policy.” 
As there la 
this “honest and Irreconcilable differ­ 
ence of opinion on questions of the 
first importance,** be can see no favor­ 
able issue. 
Lord Rosebery concludes 
with 
a 
Bloomy touch. "It la a m atter of sor­ 
row and anxiety,** he saya, “to aee a 
weak government 
confronted 
by a 
weaker opposition at a juncture of 
foreign 
hostility 
and 
international 
competition which needs ail the vig­ 
ilance. power and ability at cur com 
mand.” 
He believes that Great Britain ta at 
a crisis which may have unlimited ef­ 
fects upon Its future. 
Lord Rosebery's pronuncia men to Is

regarded by The Dally Telegraph as 
severing his last connection with a 
hopeless opposition The Daily Chron 
icle says: 
“It is destined to have a profound 
effect upon the contemplated forma­ 
tion of a national Liberal party, nu­ 
merous materials for which are scat­ 
tered within each." 
The Dally Chronicle meaningly asks 
if Lord Rosebery will take his part 
tow ards realising the desired end. 
The Daily News regards Lord Rose- 
fiery as “standing outside the vine­ 
yard and throwing stones at the work 
era.” Going on to analyte the letter, 
the paper defines ft as a "deliberate 
and mischievous effort to prevent re­ 
union."

In this section of the state refused 
to go to work. 
Moat of the striker» 
are employed as firemen a t tho eonl 
mines and tbelr failure to report for 
duty caused nearly all the collieries 
In (he northern anthracite region to 
suspend operations, throwing out of 
work. It Is estlmated, 30,090 men and 
boys. Home of the Individual coal op­ 
erators conceded the demands of their 
employes on condition that the short- 
hour day waa not to hold If the men 
employed by the big companies did 
not get tbe same concessions 
Ths* 
big coal companies, however, refused 
to make any concessions 
The employers contended that the 
demands of the firemen were iinren* 
sonable, that they had received a 19 
per rent advance at the 
time 
tha 
wages of the miners were rained last 
fall and the demands now made upon 
the rómpanles are equal to a 20 per 
rent advance. 
The duration of the strike will 
prod upon the miners. 
If they stand 
by the striking firemen, the lockout 
may tie a long one, but If the mineral 
return to work ma soon as the com 
pastes fill the places of the strikers 
the strike will be lost to the fireman

Cass Lake And Wants To know 


Who is Who. 


On Saturday afternoon there ap­ 
peared at the End ion hotel at Ca.*-? 
Lake Chief Song ge-ge-Shig. accom­ 
panied by about twelve of the Bear 
Islanders that took part in the up­ 
rising of October, 1898. 
Chief Song- 
ge-ge-Shig was arrayed in all the 
fancy toggery that belonid pull out 
of a Hour sack, 
He wore two very 
heavily beaded pouches around hi> 
neck. 
In his hair was a circle, with 
several feathers stuck into it. On his 
arms were two things that 
looked 
like fruit 
Los. with the bottoms 
knocked out. He evidently endeavor­ 
ed to create the impression that if 
arrayed in gorgeous 
costume 
his 
presence would command more at­ 
tention and respect. 
He requested 
audience with Col. Hartley. As soon 
as he and his companions were seat­ 
ed he produced several letters from 
the Chippewa commission, 
giving 
bim a good character, and one stat­ 
ing that he was the chief of the Cass 
Lake Indians, and son of Mon-zo- 
Moe. 
Around his neck he wore a 
•silver medallion, about the size of a 
saucer, with a picture of Ex-Presi­ 
dent Pierce engraved on it. 
Through an interpreter, Mr. Song 
ge-ge-Shig requested to be informed 
by what right the whites occupied 
the lands of bis tribe. 
The answers did not seen to suit 
the chief or his followers.

Song-ge-ge-Shig com­ 
menced to disrobe and fill his flour 
sack with his wardrobe, and then 
followed a consultation among the 
Bear Islanders, which was to the ef­ 
fect that if some white people had 
paid for some of the land all ought, 
and that they would insist that the 
six teeners either pay for their lands 
or get off. 
.Song ge ge-Shig had an 
ancient document with birn, of which 
the following is a copy: 
“ At the earnest, and as it is be­ 
lieved, 
reasonable request of the 
Indians residing upon Cass Lake, we 
promise to ask the government of the 
United States to furnish, at 
the 
earliest practicable time, a portable 
saw and plaining mill for the use of 
said Indians. 
“ Also to have sufficient pine re­ 
served for the use of said reservation 
and also ICO acres set aside as a 
government 
reservation for 
such 
buildings as the government may see 
fit to build thereon, or permit to be 
built by others, for necessary schools 
and other purposes. 
“ A blacksmith, with tools and

supply of iron, is a necessity that 
cannot be questioned.

Old Indies Chief Gets on his War Paint At 


Cass lake And Wants Ta knew 


Who is Who 
On Saturday afternoqn there ap 
peered at the Endion hotel at Cas» 
Lake Chief Song ge-ge*Shig. accom­ 
panied by about twelve of the Bear 
Islanders that took part in the up­ 
rising of October, 189$. Chief Song- 
ge-ge-Shig was arrayed in all the 
fancy toggery that he^ould pull out 
of a flour sack. 
He wore two very 
heavily beaded pouches around bis» 
neck. 
In his bair was a circle, with 
several feathers stucK into it. On bis 
arms were two things that looked 
like fruit tins, with tfce bottoms 
knocked out. He evidently endeavor­ 
ed to create the impression that if 
arrayed in gorgeous costume his 
presence would command more a t­ 
tention and respect. 
He requested 
audience with Col. Hartley. As soon 
I* he and his companions were seat­ 
ed he produced several letters from 
the Chippewa commission, giving 
him a good character, and one sta t­ 
ing that he was the chief of the Ca>^ 
Lake Indians, and son of Mon-zo 
Moe. Around his neck he wore a 
•silver medallion, about the site of a 
saucer, with a picture of Ex-Presi­ 
dent Pierce engraved on It. 
Through an interpreter, Mr. Song 
ge-ge-Shig requested to be informed 
by what right the whites occupied 
the lands of bis tribe. 
The answers did not seen to suit 
the chief or his followers. 
They 
seemed inclined to be annoyed, and 
finally Mr. 
Song ge-ge-Shig com­ 
menced to disrobe and fill his flour 
sack with his wardrobe, and then 
followed a consultation among the 
Bear Islanders, which was to the ef­ 
fect that if some white people had 
paid for some of the land all ought, 
and that they would Insist that the 
six teeners either pay for their lards 
or get off. 
bong ge ge-Shig had ar. 
ancient document with him, of which 
the following is a copy: 
“ At the earnest, and as it is be­ 
lieved, reasonable request of the 
Indians residing upon Cass Lake, we 
promise to ask the government of the 
United States to furnish, at the 
earliest practicable time, a portable 
saw and plaining mill for the use of 
said Indians. 
“Also to have sufficient pine re­ 
served for the use of said reservation 
and also 160 acres set aside as a 
government 
reservation for such 
buildings us the government may see 
fit to build thereon, or perm it to be 
built by others, for necessary schools 
and other purposes. 
“ A blacksmith, with tools and a 
supply of iron, is a necessity that 
cannot be questioned.

To tin* right **f fids 
settlem ent will be the spacious hospi­ 
tal, w bels* the Inm ates of th*' I tome 
naturally

time. T he chapel will be convenient to 
the barracks.

i w ill be laid out as ji beautiful park, j 
w ith ex ten sive drivew ays. In one co r­ 
ner w ill la* a beautiful cem etery, w here 
the old soldiers will take their final 
rest. T he Southern railroad will erect 
j a station Is*fore the m ain entrance to 
the ground* and will lay a spur on 
w hich supplies can be taken directly to 
I the storehouses. A trolley road is also 
to In* built to the gate from Johnson 
City, au d It is expected that the visitors 
will n um b er atmid 300,000 annually.

But there are thou­ 
san ds of as good farm s In the new 
co un try as In any other part of O kla­ 
homa. 
Forty tho usand acres in and 
near the Keeche hills, near th** C hicka­ 
saw reservation and south about ten 
mile* from t lie W ash ita river, is w orth­ 
less for agricu ltu ral purpose*. Much of 
I the hig hlan d In tfee W ichita reservation 
is adapted only for grazin g land. T he 
W ichita m ountains, which should lie 
retained by the governm ent as a wood 
and park reserve, render* useless for 
agricultural 
purposes not less th an 
200,000 acres. 
W ith th e exception of the district 
know n as the W ichita m ountain range. 
which cover* an area of 20 by 30 miles 
alm ost In the center of th e K io w a-Co­ 
m anche co un try ; the K eeche hills. Im­ 
m ediately south of th e W ashita river, 
near the C hickasaw nation, and the 
sm all area Included In the Rainy m oun­ 
tain district. In the n o rth w e st corner of 
the reservation, all th e land In the new 
country Is adap ted either for agricul­ 
ture or grazing lands. Of the W ichita 
m ountain country It Is sufficient to say 
In discussing th e country from the 
homesteaders* standpoint th a t the top* 
of the peaks a re barren of all vegeta­ 
tion. th a t the forests of post oak extend 
alm ost half the d istan ce to the fop am i 
th a t betw een Che m ountain ran g es are 
some beautiful parks. 
B ut the m oun­ 
tains serv e a valuable agricultural p u r­ 
pose. N owhere In the west can a better 
w atered country be found T he stream s 
w hich trav erse the country in all direc­ 
tions have th e ir sources In these m oun­ 
tains and provide a never failing w ater 
supply. One eau scarcely go a distance 
of a tow n ship in any p art of the C o 
m anchu reservation w ithout crossing a 
stream of clear water. Deep pools and 
ripples altern ate, solving th e problem 
of a w a te r supply for both the cattle 
country and the dom estic uses of ag ri­ 
cultu ral people.
